If this is translated over 
into automobile travel, a driver 
wouldhave to drive 10 hours a day 
at 40 miles per hour for 53 years. 
That is. he’d have to travel around 
the earth 253 times. Injuries oc- 
* ur in miles equivalent to five 
times around the earth. Flying 
actualy is far less dangerous than 
driving the* familiar automobile. 

Accidents occur not because of 
faulty machines, but are far more 
often due to carelessness and bad 
technique, Mr Meek ?ta: d These 
latter causes are 36 times as pre¬ 
valent as failure in the airplane.
